Report On 


Schools Is 
Submitted 


Andover public schools are in a 
**good’’ condition: its graduates 
have achieved ‘‘excellent scho- 
lastic records in private schools 
and colleges’’; its teachers have 
done a ‘‘fine job’’ and its school 
committee members are ‘‘devoted 
to the welfare of the children’’. 

That’s the report which the 
League of Women Voters of An- 
dover made Wednesday night to the 
Andover Parent Teachers Asso- 
ciation at an enthusiastic meeting 
held in Memorial auditorium. 

With determination to retain the 
high standards, now enjoyed by 
the Andover public school system, 
the committee, appointed by the 
League of Women Voters one year 
ago to study the public school sys- 
tem here, made definite recommen- 
dations for future action. 


A growing school population, 
which is expected to reach 1900 
children in the Fall of 1952, a 
growth of more than 600 in six 
years, inspired many of the pro- 
posals for a continued good edu- 
cational system. 


The committee,’ which has 
studied the educational system 
here for the past 12 months, all 
members of the League of Women 
Voters, comprised; Mrs. Lathrop 
Merrick, chairman, Mrs. Karl 
Haartz, vice-chairman, Mrs. Jack 
Barry, Mrs. Byron Weiner, Mrs.

There is a room in the new cen 
tral school designed for a library, 
and we urge that it be so used, 
with a qualified librarian in charge 
at least part of the time.
